IHE WEARY CRINO COES ON. 


Rumors of Coal Strike Settlement In 
Air, but Com m issioners Continue 
T akin g Testimony. 
Scranton. Pa.. Dec. 5.—At yesterday’s 
sessions of the anthracite strike com­ 
mission. the representatives of tho 
mine workers continued to < all wit­ 
nesses. all mostly practical miners, 
who told their story of the c< iditinns 
as they exist in tile Hazelton oi Middle 
coal fields. 
The miners tried lo show 
by these witnesses that the Coxe and 
other hard coal companies had vio­ 
lated the agreem ent entered into by 
both sides when the commission was 
appointed, that the strikers should re­ 
turn to work and be given their old 
places back, where they had not al­ 
ready been filled. 
Some of the wit­ 
nesses called testified that they were 
not given back their old places, and 
maintained that men prominent in the 
union in the various localities during 
the strike w ere discriminated against. 
The commission has decided to Invite 
the mine inspectors to appear before 
them, because the miners claim that, 
the workmen fear to inform the mile; 
inspectors of dangerous or unhealthy 
places in the mines, because the in 
specters are usually accompanied by 
some representative of the company 
who may cause the m an’s dismissal. 
This is a new point before the com­ 
mission.

towards a settlem ent outside the com­ 
mission continues to be heard.

Therefore, the idea of giving 
every boss an opportunity individually 
to sign the scale is thouglit to lie tlie 
only way to proceed.

They es 
caped sm allpox and yellow fever only 
to fall victim s to th e cold. 
In his memoirs Mr. Coffin says th e 
prisoners were fed on putrid beef aud 
pork and worm eaten bread which had 
been condem ned on th e English w a r­ 
ships. It w as so full of verm in th a t 
they had to beat it against the hull be­ 
fore they could eat it. On the upper 
gun deck hogs w ere kept Iii p e ^ for 
die use of the officers. W hen the hogs 
were fed bran, the prisoners would 
ileal It from th e trough. 
It Is estim ated th a t l l ,CKK) patriots of 
the Revolution perished in the Jersey 
alone.

[As it looked in R e v o lu tio n a r y days.] 


the Revolution to serve as prison ships 
for the patriots. But of all these terri­ 
ble prison ships the “old Jersey”—the 
“H eil,” us slit* w as called—w as the 
m ost notorious. 
She w as originally a 
sixty-four gun ship, but had becom e 
unfit for actual w ar service. 
la 1782. w hen A lexander Coffin w as 
sent a prisoner on board the old Jer­ 
sey, he found about I.IOO prisoners 
there, m any of whom during the sever­ 
ity of the w inter w ere w ithout cloth­ 
ing to keep them warm . 
To escape 
freezing it w as even necessary to w alk 
the decks briskly 
cm* to stay below. 
Only by using great effort could they 
keep from freezing, and m any of the 
prisoners, w asted by sickness, had not 
the strength for the effort. 
They es­ 
caped sm allpox and yellow fever only 
to fall victim s to the cold. 
In his m em oirs Mr. Coffin says the 
prisoners w ere fed on putrid beef aud 
pork and worm eaten bread w hich had 
been condem ned on the English w ar­ 
ships. 
It w as so full of verm in that 
they had to beat it against the hull be­ 
fore they could eat it. On th e upper 
gun deck hogs w ere kept in pe^g for 
lie use of the officers. W hen the hogs 
were fed bran, the prisoners would 
deal it from the trough. 
It is estim ated that 11,000 patriots of 
the R evolution perished in the Jersey 
alone. 
A fter the Revolution she w as 
abandoned and finally sank. It is not 
ikely that she w ill be raised.

Night Cb'ik Weber discovered the 
smoke puurJivR through the halls short­ 
ly before 6 o’eloek and did his best to 
alarm the guests, but the smoke was 
so dense and inerc'ased In vcdume so 
rapidly that he was unabe to arouse 
only a small number and was then 
compelled to grope 
his 
way to the 
street to avoid suffocation. The guests 
came pouring down the one stairway 
of the building In all stages of undress 
and several leaped from the windows 
of the second story to the sidewalk be­ 
low and esiaped without serious In­ 
jury, 
A number of men. turned back 
by the smoke in hallways, which pre 
vented t.hem from finding the stairs, 
swung down on the ropes placed In 
front of the building by the workmen 
who were 
erecting the fire escape. 
The firemen, who arrived with great 
promptitude, saved many lives by car- 
tying peopk' down the ladders from 
the window's. 
The smoke on tlie in­ 
side of the ImlUling was .so thick and 
so pungent that the firemen were un- 
able to do more than take the people 
from the windows. 
Those who were 
not able to rc'ach the window’s in a few 
minutes alter the fire broke out were 
auffocutcMl. 
The fire In itself amount­ 
ed to very little.

Fourteen men met 
:1eath by suffocation yesterday mom 
lug in u fir*' 
wlili h 
occurred ut *< 
o'clock in the Lincoln botel, 176 Madi­ 
son street. Thirteen of those who leat 
their lives were stifled while lying In 
their beds. 
One was taken from the 
building alive, but died In lid ambu­ 
lance on the way to Hic nearest hos­ 
pital. 
Coroner Traeger, after 
Inspecting 
the building, united with Fire Chief 
Musham In declaring that the building 
was a veritable trap and never should 
have been used for hotel 
purposes 
Chief Musham declared that there was 
stuh wide cracks In the floor that the 
smoke poured through the buildings In 
(loads, rendering 
escape 
extremely 
difficult for those on the upper floors. 
There was no fre escape on the 
front of the building, although one was 
In process of construction. 
The scaf­ 
folding was up and from It dangled 
several ropes, down which a nutnhei 
of people slid to the pavement after 
all escape by the stairway had been 
cut off.

Had there been fewer 
partitions, he declared, the chance of 
life for those sleeping on the upper 
floors of the hotel would have been 
greatly increased. 
F. A. Smith, proprietor of the hotel, 
declared that there was. as nearly as 
he could 
judge 
without his books, 
about 125 people In the hotel. 


Tried to Alarm Quests. 
Night Clerk W eber discovered the 
smoke pouring! through the halls short­ 
ly before 6 o'clock and did his best to 
alarm the guests, blit the smoke was 
so dense and Increased In volume so 
rapidly that he was unabe to arouse 
only a small number and was then 
compelled to grope 
his 
way to the 
street to avoid suffocation. The guests 
came pouring down the one stairway 
of the building in all stages (rf undress 
and several leaped from the windows 
of the second story to the sidewalk be­ 
low and escaped without serious In­ 
jury. 
A number of men. turned back 
by the smoke in hallways, which pre­ 
vented them from finding the stairs. 
swung down on the ropes placed in 
front of the building by the workmen 
who were 
erecting the lire escape. 
The firemen, who arrived with great 
promptitude, saved many lives by Tar­ 
rying poop ft* down the ladders from 
the windows. 
Tile smoke on the in­ 
side of the building was so thick and 
so pungent that the firemen were un­ 
able to do more than take the people 
from the windows. 
Those who were 
not able to reach the windows in a few 
minutes atter tho fire broke out were 
suffocated. 
Tho fire in itself amount­ 
ed to very little.

subject. Senor Sanguily said an agree­ 
ment signed by President Palma and 
Secretaries Zaldo and Montes would 
not l»e binding, and thut the m atter 
must be brought before both houses of 
parliament. Congress, he said, should 
be Informed regarding the particulars 
of the proposed treaty in order that it 
might intelligently discuss the changes 
in the tariff.

about 125 people In the hotel. 


Tried to Alarm Guests. 
Night Clerk Weber discovered tho 
smoke pouring through the halls short­ 
ly before C o’clock and did his best to 
alarm the guests, but the smoke was 
an dense and increased In volume so 
rapidly that he was unabe to arouse 
only a small number and was then 
compelled to grope 
his 
way to the 
street to avoid suffocation. The guests 
came pouring down the one stairway 
of the building in all stages of undress 
and several leaped from the windows 
of the second story to the sidewalk be­ 
low and escaped without serious in­ 
jury. 
A number of men. turned back 
by the smoke in hallways, which pre­ 
vented them from finding the stairs. 
swung down on the ropes placed In 
front of the building by the workmen 
who were 
erecting the tire escape. 
The firemen, who arrived with groat 
promptitude, saved many lives by car­ 
rying peopfc* down the ladders from 
the windows. 
The smoke on the in­ 
side of the building was so thick and 
so pungent that the firemen were un­ 
able to do more than take the people 
from the windows. 
Those who were 
not able to roach the windows in a few 
minutes alter the tire broke out were 
suffocated. 
The fire in itself amount­ 
ed to very little. 


Building Had Been Condemned. 
The building was 
some time ago 
condemned by the city 
building in 
specters as unsafe for hotel purposes 
and the owners were three weeks ago 
ordered to place a stairway in the rear 
and also to build a (ire escape on the 
front of the building. Beyond the pre­ 
liminary work for the fire escape noth­ 
ing hail been done, however. 
A jury 
was 
empaneled yesterday 
afternoon by Coroner Traeger to as­ 
certain the causes of the disastei and 
to fix the guilt for negligence 
After 
viewing the bodies of the victims of 
the fire, the jury went to the hotel, 
where an examination was made of 
the premises. 
The jurors were then 
dismissed, to meet for 
the inquest. 
which will begin Dee. 12. At the con­ 
clusion of the inspection Coroner Trac­ 
ker said: 
“The fire undoubtedly 
was caused 
• ay tile explosion of an oil stove in the 
rear of the third floor. The building is 
Tory carelessly constructed, the tire 
escape Is worthless, the rooms are out­ 
rageously 
small, 
and It is nothing 
aholt of a crime that such a building 
fhould be used as a bousing place for 
Human beings."

A ham baked in cider is delirious. 
Choose u good lean hum of about eight 
pounds. Wash thoroughly and over tile 
ti *shy side sprinkle a little chopped 
onion, ti little clove and allspice, a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon aud u half 
teaspoonful of ground ginger. 
Make 
flour and wuter into a paste as thick 
as dough and cover the ham. 
Flit 
skin side down in a roasting pan, till 
up with elder, cook slowly for three 
hours,

minutes. 
When done, take off the paste and the 
rind. An hour before It Is wanted for 
the table return to the baking pan, 
flesh side down, brush the fat portion 
with beaten egg, sprinkle generously 
with chopped parsley and breadcrumbs 
and let It heat through In the oven.

HE earliest terrestrial plants 
were doubtless 
very lowly 
creeping things, some of them 
probably not unlike the insig­ 
nificant liverworts that adorn the 
damp and shady corners of our north­ 
ern world today. 
We have doubtless 
nil observed these beautiful though less 
appreciated little things, creeping, rib- 
boulike structures, covering the ground 
In woods or spread over the whole 
moist surface of a perpendicularly 
rocky wall hard by some spring or 
stream. The earliest terrestrial plants, 
so far as can he guessed, were not un­ 
like some of these. 
We may imagine 
them covering nil the ground in those 
faroff 
days, 
struggling 
constantly 
among themselves for room. 
For 
plants, as for some other things, there 
is but one direction in which room in 
creases as we go. 
That direction is 
upward. And so our terrestrial plants 
no doubt soon learned to push their 
branches upward, the better to secure 
the light and air. But the relief is only 
temporary. Once the upward habit is 
indulged forthwith ensues new rivalry. 
Crowding becomes as intolerable as 
before. 
Every rising plant tries hard 
to overtop its fellows. 
At first the 
stems lean one upon another and so re 
main erect. 
Anon the stiffer plants 
derive advantage, and those with form 
lug woody tissues able to stand alone 
far outreach and overshadow all the 
rest. These changes, of course, no one 
has seen, hut In some such way we 
may assume the plants of ancient times 
attained at length arboreal habit. For 
such accomplishments there was no 
lack of time, as the geological record 
shows. 
For ages the earth was filled 
w ith vegetation before ever a tree or 
a treelike plant appeared. 
In order to appreciate properly what 
geology has to tell about the history 
of trees on the planet, it will be neces 
Fury for us to understand tile manner 
in which students of rile earth's his­ 
tory divide past terrestrial time. Tho 
recorded history of the earth, recorded 
by the succession of stratified rocks, 
names several definite ages or periods 
of past time, each represented by a 
distinct system of the stony strata. If 
we call these time divisions each by 
the name of its rock system, we rtfay 
have, beginning with the oldest, the 
archean, laurentian, cambrian, siluri­ 
an, devonian, carboniferous, triassic, 
jurassic, cretaceous, tertiary and re­ 
cent. l£ t this he for us simply a time 
card to which we may refer what is 
known of the history of trees. It must 
he borne in mind, however, that these 
names describe periods by no means of 
equal length. 
The first three or four 
represent perhaps greater length of 
time than all the rest put together. 
Any one of them, however, is far 
enough away from us in time, for 
the duration of these geologic periods 
was vast beyond all human computa­ 
tion. 
Now, the oldest arboreal plants 
come to us from the devonian. 
Very 
curious looking trees they must have 
beeu, having little resemblance to any 
of our modern forms save In the fact 
t leat they had w’oody tissues and stood 
erect. 
Some of them were fifty or a 
hundred feet high aud had a diameter 
of one to three feet at the ground. But 
they 
were 
nevertheless 
untreelikc. 
They had no twigs, no leafy branches, 
no flowers, no seeds. 
They were in­ 
stead covered all over with leaves, 
scalelike haves. There were branches, 
not many, aud these were covered, too, 
with leaves. The Chili pine, for all its 
scales, its green leafy cone as well, 
hears seeds. 
Our earliest tree, this 
devonian forerunner of all the forests, 
had no seeds. 
It was reproduced by 
spores, and these in development were 
conditioned as described, depended 
upon water for the mating of the cells. 
In fact, the oldest trees of earth were 


paratively small. 
Nevertheless these 
old trees did have value. These forests 
lived on to cover the earth in the subse­ 
quent carboniferous time, in the age of 
coal, and no doubt contributed their 
shn»:e of organic material, of leaves and 
hark and spores and wood, to form vast 
beds of fuel that, as we know, make 
possible the wealth and convenience of 
the present. 
But the devonian has something bet­ 
ter than club mosses aud ferns to show 
us, even if these did assume the size 
vt trees. Bigness is not always a syuo 
ayin for excellence. 
From rocks of 
different parts of the northern hem­ 
isphere, rpcks belonging to the middle 
devonian, we have fossil coniferous 
wood, specimens representing the mod­ 
ern cone bearers—larches, spruces, yews 
and pines. 
All the trees referred to, 
the spore bearing trees, seem to have 
been confined to marshes and the damp 
shores of lakes or lagoons. 
But the 
struggle for existence, and especially, 
as we suppose, the disadvantage of ter­ 
restrial fertilization, at length drove 
some of these arboreous forms to high­ 
er ground and different habits. 
The 
militated spores no longer fell to earth 
for mere fortuitous union, but in the 
fruit itself upon the trees the mating 
of the cells took place, and we have 
suddenly a real forest of coniferous 
trees. To be sure, these earlier conifers 
were not the same as those now living, 
hut they were iu a measure like them. 
Any one familiar with the structure of 
modern trees can recognize them. Once 
started they have been prominent in 
earth’s vegetation ever since. 
Signifi­ 
cant, though, these oldest conifers also 
had abundant pith, one-third the total 
diameter of the stein or more. 
It Is 
curious, too, that the earliest of the 
type did not after all have cones. The 
fruit was more like that of the ginko, 
the maidenhair tree of Japan, planted 
now commonly in parks. Not until aft­ 
er the close of the carboniferous do 
true cones appear, perhaps riot until 
the jurassic following. 
But perchance the reader by this 
time asks how we can tell about these 
things so long gone by, what kinds of 
trees they were and how’ they grew 
and where. The answer is tw ofold- 
first, we know past ages only by the 
petrified remnants that lie buried in 
the rocks, like other fossils—shells, for 
instance—of which we hear so much, 
and, second, w*e understand such fos­ 
sils only by comparison with existing 
flora. For example, existing conifers 
show a microscopic structure in their 
wood, a structure absolutely definite. 
When specimens of petrified wood 
come before us, especially if slllcifled, 
the structure is perfectly preserved, 
and if coniferous we know it as well 
as if we saw it grow*. Now, fossil 
wood is comparatively abundant, from 
the devonian, and especially the car­ 
boniferous, on down through all over­ 
lying formations. 
Fossil fruits and 
flowers there also are, all too rare, bot 
now and then a few are found, occa­ 
sionally even the fruit still hanging to 
the branch on which it grew, so that 
the identity is sure. 
But the finest witnesses we have of 
ancient forests are those which mark 
the advent of deciduous trees. 
The 
broad, flat leaf lends itself perfectly to 
fossilization. Its imprint, once it falls 
in favorable position, is stereotyped, 
graven upon the rocks forever. 
Now, 
the whole series of, cretaceous rocks is 
filled with leaf impressions, beginning 
only a few in the lowest stratum. The 
upper layers are sometimes packed as 
if the wind strewn foliage bad condi­ 
tioned in some sort the whole rocky 
deposition. The leaf of course has van­ 
ished, but its impress still remains, its 
margin, its every vein and veinlet, the 
very glabds sometimes that lent their 
odors to the air in days so long gone 
by. 
Needless to say, many of these 
forest leaves are strange, unlike any 
now driven by the autumn winds, and 
yet some of them are remarkably fa­ 
miliar in appearance. Here are hazel 
leaves and walnut leaves and poplar 
leaves. You would have said that they 
had but fallen from their twigs last 
year. 
You recognize them. They are 
no doubt walnuts, hazels, poplars. Yet 


tulip trees flourished all over the north­ 
ern world, many species in this country 
aud in Europe, ranging south as far as 
Italy and north as far as Greenland. 
In fact, everything seems to indicate 
that for our northern world at least the 
forests of cretaceous times were richer, 
more varied, more extended aud iu ev­ 
ery way Suer than those we know to­ 
day. These trees were the immediate 
ancestors of those we know, the same, 
yet not quite the same. Conditions on 
the earth have changed since forests 
were at their prime, the glory of the 
world. 
Vegetation entered first upon 
life’s scene and culminated first, cul­ 
minated in the deciduous forests that 
cast their leaves through countless 
generations along the shores of the 
cretaceous seas. With the close of the 
cretaceous a race of terrestrial animals 
first appears, competitors of the forest, 
a new factor in environment, changing 
from that time on the entire trend of 
biologic differentiation.

H E earliest terrestrial plants

probably not unlike the insig­

ern world today. 
We have doubtless 
all observed these beautiful though less 
appreciated little things, creeping, rib 
boiilike structures, covering the ground 
In woods or spread over the whole 
moist 
surface of a 
perpendicularly 
rocky wall hard by some spring or 
stream. The earliest terrestrial plants, 
so far as can be guessed, wore not un­ 
like some of these. 
We may imagine 
them covering all the ground in those 
faroff 
days, 
struggling 
constantly 
among 
themselves 
for 
room. 
For 
plants, as for some other things, there 
is but one direction in which room in 
creases as we go. 
That direction is 
upward. 
And so our terrestrial plants 
no doubt soon learned to push their 
branches upward, the better to secure 
the light aud air.

quent carboniferous time, in the age of 
coal, and no doubt contributed their 
shave of organic material, of leaves and 
bark and spores and wood, to form vast 
beds of fuel that, as we know, make 
possible the wealth and convenience of 
the present. 
But the devonian has something bet 
ter than club mosses and ferns to show 
us, even if these did assum e the size 
cf trees. Bigness is not alw ays a syuo 
uym for excellence. 
From rocks of 
uifferent ports of the northern hem ­ 
isphere, rpeks belonging to the middle 
devonian, we have fossil coniferous 
wood, specimens representing the mod­ 
ern cone b e a r e r s - larches, spruces, yews 
and pines. 
All the trees referred to, 
the spore bearing trees, seem to have 
been confined to m arshes and the dam p 
shores of lakes or lagoons. 
But the 
struggle for existence, and especially, 
as we suppose, the disadvantage of ter­ 
restrial fertilization, at length drove 
some of these arboreous forms to high­ 
er ground and different habits. 
The 
uuinated spores no longer fell lo earth 
for mere fortuitous union, but in the 
fruit itself upon the trees the mating 
of the cells took place, and we have 
suddenly a real forest of coniferous 
trees. To be sure, these earlier conifers 
were not the sam e as those now living, 
but they were iu a measure like them. 
Any one fam iliar w ith the structure of 
modern trees can recognize them. Once 
started they have been prominent in 
earth's vegetation ever since. 
Signifi­ 
cant, though, these oldest conifers ulso 
had abundant pith, one-third the total 
diameter of the stem or more. 
It Is 
curious, too, th at the earliest of the 
type did not after oil have cones. The 
fruit w as more like th at of the ginko, 
the maidenhair tree of Japan, planted 
now commonly in parks. Not until a ft­ 
er the close of the carboniferous do 
true cones appear, perhaps not until 
the jurassic following. 
But perchance the reader by this 
time asks how we eau tell about these 
things so loug gone by, w h at kinds of 
trees they w ere and bow’ they grew 
and where. The answ er is tw o fo ld - 
first, we know’ past uges only by tile 
petrified rem nants th a t lie buried in 
the rocks, like other fossils—shells, for 
instance—of which we hear so much, 
and, second, we understand such fos­ 
sils only by comparison with existing 
flora. 
For example, existing conifers 
show a microscopic structure in their 
wood, a structure absolutely definite. 
When 
specimens of petrified wood 
come before us, especially if sillcifled, 
the structure is perfectly preserved, 
and if coniferous we know it as well 
as lf we saw it grow. 
Now, fossil 
wood is com paratively abundant, from 
the devonian, and especially the car­ 
boniferous, on down through all over­ 
lying formations. 
Fossil 
fruits and

day. 
These trees were Hie immediate 
ancestors of those we know, the same, 
yet not quite the same. 
renditions on 
the earth have changed since forests 
were at their prime, the glory of the 
world. 
Vegetation entered first upon 
life’s scene uud culminated first, cul­ 
minated in the deciduous forests th a t 
cast their leaves through countless 
generations along the shores of the 
cretaceous seas.

Though owned by the cemetery as 
sociation, it has never been used for 
burial purposes, and it is the plan of 
the MeKlnley National Memorial asso­ 
ciation to utilize the entire tract tor the 
McKinley memorial aud for grounds 
surrounding and approaches to it.

Some of them were fifty or a 
hundred feet high aud had a diam eter 
of one to three feet a t the ground. But 
they 
were 
nevertheless 
untreelike. 
They had no twigs, no leafy branches, 
t/o flowers, no seeds. 
They were in­ 
stead covered all over with leaves, 
scalelike I ‘aves. There were branches, 
not many, and these were covered, too, 
with leaves. The Chili pine, for all its 
scales, its green leafy cone as well, 


now and then a few are found, occa­ 
sionally even the fruit still hanging to 
the branch on which it grew, so that 
the identity is sure. 
But the finest witnesses we have of 
ancient forests ore those which mark 
the advent of deciduous trees. 
The 
broad, flat leaf lends Itself perfectly to 
fossilization. I ts imprint, once it falls 
In favorable position, Is stereotyped, 
graven upon the rocks forever. 
Now, 
the whole series of, cretaceous rocks is 
filled with leaf impressions, beginning 
only a few in the lowest stratum. 
The 
upper layers are sometimes packed as 
lf the wind strew n foliage bad condi­ 
tioned in some sort the whole rocky 
deposition. The leaf of course bas van­ 
ished, but its impress still remains, its 
margin, its every vein aud veinlet, the 
very glands sometimes that lent their 
odors to the air in days so long gone 
by. 
Needless to say, many of these 
j forest leaves are strange, unlike any 
now’ driven by the autum n winds, and

for the patriots. B ut of all these terri­ 
ble prison ships the "old Jersey”—tb s 
"Hell." us she w as called—w as the 
m ost notorious. 
She w as originally a 
sixty four guu ship, but had become 
unfit for actual w ar service. 
In 1782, when A lexander Coffin w as 
sent a prisoner on board tin* old Jer­ 
sey. he found about 1.100 prisoners 
there, m any of whom during the sever­ 
ity of the w ilder w ere w ithout cloth­ 
ing to keep them warm . 
T o escape 
freezing it w as even necessary to w alk 
the decks briskly or to stay below. 
Duly by using great effort could they 
keep from freezing, and m any of the 
prisoners, w asted by sickness, had not 
the strength for the effort. 
They es­ 
caped sm allpox and yellow fever only 
to fall victim s to the cold. 
In his mem oirs Mr. Coffin says the 
prisoners were fed on putrid beef aud 
I turk and worm eaten bread w hich had 
been condem ned on the E nglish w ar­ 
ships. 
It w as so full of verm in that 
they had to beat it against tile hull be­ 
fore they could eat it. 
On the upper 
gun deck hogs w ere kept lu f- g g for 
lie use of the officers. W hen the hogs 
were fed bran, the prisoners would 
.teal it from the trough. 
It is estim ated that 11,000 patriots of 
the R evolution perished in the Jersey 
alone. 
A fter the Revolution she w as 
abandoned and finally sunk. It is not 
lkely that she w ill be raised.

For 
pluuts, as for some other things, there 
Is but one direction in which room in 
creases as we go. 
That direction Is 
upward. 
And so our terrestrial plants 
no doubt soon learned to push their 
branches upward, the better to secure 
the light aud uir. 
Hut the relief is only 
temporary. 
Once the upw ard habit is 
indulged forthwith ensues new rivalry. 
Crowding becomes as Intolerable as 
before. 
Every rising plant tries hard 
to overtop its fellows. 
At first the 
stems lean one upon another and so re­ 
main erect. 
Anon the stiffer plants 
derive advantage, and those with form ­ 
ing woody tissues able to stand alone 
fur outreach and overshadow all the 
rest. 
These changes, of course, no one 
bus seen, hilt In some such w ay we 
m ay assume the plants of ancient times 
attained at length arboreal hubit. 
For 
such accomplishments there was no 
lurk of time, as the geological record 
shows. 
For ages the earth w as filled 
with vegetation before ever a tree orj 
a treelike plant appeared. 
In order to appreciate properly w hat 
geology has to tell about the history 
of trees on the planet, It will he neces j 
Fury for us to understand the m uuneri 
In which students of the earth's his , 
tory divide past terrestrial time. 
Tho 
recorded history of tile earth, recorded 
by the succession of stru tifled rocks, j 
names several definite ages or periods | 
of pust time, each represented by a 
distinct system of the stony strata. If 
we call these time divisions each by ' 
the name of Its rock system, we ofay 
have, beginning with the oldest, the 
archean, laiireutlan. cambrian, siluri­ 
an. devonian, carboniferous, triassic, 
Jurassic, cretaceous, tertiary and re­ 
cent. 
l i t this be for us simply a time 
card to which we may refer w hat Is 
knowu of the history of trees, it must 
he borne in mind, however, th at these 
nam es describe periods by no means of 
equal length. 
The first three or four 
represent perhaps greater length of 
time than ult the rest put together. 
Any one of them, however, is far 
enough aw ay from us in 
the duration of these geologic jieriods 
w as vast beyond all human com puta­ 
tion. 
Now, the oldest arboreal pluuts 
come to us from the devonian. 
Very 
curious looking trees they m ust have 
been. bat lug little resemblance to uny 
of our m odem forms nave In th e fact 
thut they had woody tissues and stood | 
erect. 
Borne of them were fifty or u 
hundred feet high uud had a diam eter 
of one to three feet a t the ground. Hut 
they 
were 
nevertheless 
un treelike. 


I that has left of Itself a record on the 
I earth. There was. however, after all, 
some variety. 
By no ineuns all alike were those old 
forest trees. The number of types then 
extant w as not great Indeed, but every] 
type terrestrial took on aboreal form. 
In devonian times even our scouring 
rushes or joint rushes seem to have 
played the role of trees, and so with 
many of the ferns. 
The very first for­ 
est w as a spore hearing forest. 
The 
trees 
were 
big enough 
and 
plenty 
enough, hut a lumberman might think 
them of little value after all. 
They 
were either hollow or else had enor 
rnous pith. so th a t the am ount of wood 
even In the largest specimen w as com­ 
paratively small. 
Nevertheless these 
old trees did have value. These forests 
lived on to cover the earth in the subse­ 
quent carboniferous time, iu tho uge of 
coal, and no doubt contributed their 
shape of organic material, of leaves and 
hark and spores and wood, to form vast 
beds of fuel that, as we know, make 
possible the w ealth and convenience of 
the present. 
Hut Hie devonian has something bet­ 
ter than club mosses and ferns to show 
us, even if these did assum e tho size 
cf trees. 
Bigness is not u!wu.\s A sync 
nym for excellence. 
From rocks of 
different parts of the northern hem ­ 
isphere, rpcks belonging to the middle 
devonian, we have fossil coniferous 
wood, specimens representing the m od­ 
ern cone bearers—larches, spruces, yews 
and pines. 
All the trees referred to, 
the spore bearing trees, seem to have 
been confined to m arshes and the dam p 
shores of lakes or lagoons. 
Hut the 
struggle for existence, and especially, 
as we suppose, the disadvantage of ter­ 
restrial fertilization, a t length drove 
guuie of these arboreous forms to high­ 
er ground and different habits. 
'I be 
uumuted spores no longer fell to earth 
for mere fortuitous union, but In the 
fruit itself upon the trees the mating 
of the cells took place, and we have 
suddenly a real forest of coniferous 
trees. To be sure, these earlier conifers 
were not the same as those now living, 
hut they wore in a measure like them. 
Any one fum bler with the structure of 
modern trees eau recognize them. Once 
started they have been prominent in 
urth’s vegetation ever since. 
Signifi­ 
cant, though, these oldest conifers also 
had ab u n d an t pith, one-third the total 
diam eter of the stout or more. 
It is 
curious, too, that the earliest of the 
type ai«l not after all have cones. The 
fruit w as more Uke th at of th e gluko, 
! the m aidenhair tree of Japan, planted 
now commonly In parks. Not until a f t­ 
er the close of the carboniferous do 
true cones appear, perhaps not until 
the jurassic following. 
Hut perchance the reader by this 
tim e asks how we eau tell about these 
things so long gone by, w hut kinds of 
trees they w ere and how they grew 
aud w here. The answ er Is twofold — 
first, we know past uges only by the 
petrified rem nants th a t lie buried in 
the rocks, like other fossils—shells, for 
in s ta n c e -of which we hear so much, 
and, second, we understand such fos­ 
sils only by comparison with existing 
Hora. 
For exumple, existing conifers 
show a microscopic structure In their 
wood, a structure absolutely definite. 
When 
specimens of 
petrified wood 
come before us, especially if slllcifled, 
the structure is perfectly preserved, 
und if coniferous we kuow It as well 
us lf we saw It grow. 
Now, fossil 
wood is comparatively abundant, from 
the devonian, and especially the car­ 
boniferous, ou down through all over­ 
lying formations. 
Fossil 
fruits and 
flowers there also are, all too rare. but 
now nnd then a few are found, occa­ 
sionally eveu the fruit still hanging to 
time 
for!**1® branch on which it grew, so th a t 
the Identity is sure. 
But the finest witnesses we have of 
ancient forests are those which mark 
the advcut of deciduous trees. 
The 
broad, flat leaf lends itself perfectly to 
fossilization. I ts imprint, once It falls 
lu favorable position, is stereotyped, 
graven upon the rocks forever,

tulip trees flourished all over the north­ 
ern world, many species in this country 
and in Europe, ranging south as far as 
Italy and north as far as Greenland. 
In fact, everything seems to indicate 
th at for our northern world at least the 
forests of cretaceous times were richer, 
Clote varied, more extended und in ev­ 
ery w ay fiuer than those we know to­ 
day. 
These trees were the immediate 
ancestors of those we know, the same, 
yet not quite the same. 
Conditions on 
the earth have changed since forests 
were a t their prime, the glory of the 
world. 
Vegetation entered first upon 
life’s scene uud culminated first, cul­ 
minated in the deciduous forests thut 
cast 
their leaves through countless 
generations along the shores of the 
cretaceous seas. 
W ith the close of the 
cretaceous a race of terrestrial animals 
first appears, competitors of the forest, 
a new factor In environment, changing 
from th a t time on the entire trend of 
biologic differentiation. 
These were 
the 
innmmnls, 
the 
culmination 
of 
earth's fauna In the progress o f the 
ages, until at the last, In these most re­ 
cent times, the destinies of the forest 
and of the animal world as well rest in 
the hands of a single creature, the high­ 
est mammal, the god of this lower 
world.

McKinley mound, as the site chosen 
by the trustees i.f the McKinley Na­ 
tional 
Memorial anociation for the 
monument to be er ec ted to the m a r­ 
tyred president lins come to he known, 
; Is beautifully situated for its intended 
i purpose. 
It is a choice hit of nature's handi­ 
work. but w hen tin* landscape artist 
has finished his work it will he one of 
the most charm ing spots in the land. 
The tract selected for the monument 
I contains 
a 
little more than eleven 
acr es . 
It Is In Westlawn cemetery, 
Canton, 0 „ and overlooks the dead 
statesm an’s former home. 
Though owned by the cemetery as­ 
sociation, it has never been used for 
burial purposes, and it is the plan of 
the McKinley National Memorial a s s o ­ 
ciation to utilise the entire tract tor tin* 
McKinley memorial aud for grounds 
surrounding and approaches to it. 
The mound is the highest w ithin a 
radius of a mile. On ail aides of it are 
valleys. To the north lilt’ ground slopes 
into woodland aud cultivated farm 
land. To the east there is an abrupt 
decline, bounded by a small stream and 
a valley a half mile wide. To the south 
its immediate boundary is a narrow r a ­ 
vine in which (lows a small stream of 
clear water. Across the ravine is West­ 
lawn cemetery. To tin* west the bound­ 
ary is formed by a ravine und in part 
by a stream of water. 
Save fur clumps of tr**es here nnd 
there over the tract the site in general 
bus the appearance of well kept pas­ 
ture land were It not for the drive 
ways laid out through it. Besides Its 
natural beauty one of the reasons that 
led to its selection Is that it is an em i­ 
nence which commands a view for 
many miles. 
Looking to the east, the top of the 
McKinley home caught* seen tw o or 
three miles distant. The view to the 
southw est Is cut off by the wooded
